Officials explained the move had 
no connection with Italian military 
activities and it was but a coincid- 
ence official predictions indicating 
a thorough shakeup of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet became public after

Without infringing on any of its 
treaty obligations, Britain also is 
strengthening its home fleet by re- 
assignment of war vessels’ stations. 

In addition to its past strength 
|of five battleships, the new Med- 
jiterranean fleet will have three 
battle cruisers heretofore included 
in the home fleet. These are the 
Hocd, 42,000 tons, the world’s big- 
|gest war ship; and the Renown and 
| Repulse, 32,000 tons each.

A year ago today, the head- 
lines told of scorching plains 
damaged crops, government 
purchasing of cattle to prevent 
them from starving 

Now thousands of families 
who depended on government 
relief for the necessities of 
life have returned to a self- 
susta'ning basis, officials said. 
In addition, the resettlement 
adminis‘ration reports that 
290,155 farm famiiles have 
been taken off the relief rolls 
to be placed in the rural re- 
habilitation classification. 

On Feb, 1, 1935, the govern- 
ment’s charts showed a drought 
area covering 1,480 counties in 
25 states Now the area has 
been narrowed to 131 counties 
in five states — southwestern 
Kansas, eastern Colorado, 
northern Oklahoma, the Texan 
Panhandle and New Mexico

GENERAL PLAN 

What then is the general plan 
In future talks we will get down 
to greater details and the applica- 
tion of the plan to Alberta and its 
beneficial results 


Vhat, are the essential require- 


ments in the management of money, 
credit and trade that will give us 


some measure of a sound and stable 


{economy and some semblance of 


permanent prosperity? They may, I 


believe, be enumerated as follows: 


The first requirement is a nat- 
ional banking system empowered 
to manage gold and silver reserves 
for the purpose of setting inter- 
national balances, to mint coins, 
issue national currency notes and 
bank credit independent of metal 
reserves and free from interest 
charges for the purpose of financ- 
ing all public enterprise and social 
service, to assist in the promotion 
of domestic and_ international 
trade, and equipped to maintain 
deposit and chequing accounts for 
public and private accommoda- 
tion. 


This bank must be publicly ¢--n- 


ed, publicly controlled and publicly 
operated for the use and benefit of 


the people and not for the private 
gain of shareholders. It would 
have behind it the assets of the 
nation including the developed Nat- 
ional Resources as well as the earn- 
ing ability of every resident of the 


country . 


BANKING SYSTEM 

The adoption of a national bank- 
ing system does not mean that the 
migmanagement of public credit by 
private enterprise will be followed 
by the public management of pri- 
vate finance. It does mean, however, 
that the issue and management of 


public credit and finance will be re- 


stored to the government as the 


| trustee of the people, where it pro- 


perly should be. The private banker 
can carry on under proper regula- 
tion the legitimate business of the 
merchant banker, namely that of 
financing private enterprise with his | 
own and his depositors’ funds. But | 
he cannot issue private bank credit 


as the purchasing power of backers. | 

| That is a profit-making privilege 
| that belongs to the people. It is part 
| of the public domain which no gov- 


|ernment has the right to hand over 


| to a private monopoly 


By changing the issue and circu- 
lation of national currency and the 


;conversion of public credit into} 


purchasing power from a privilege 
of private monopoly to a public 
utility, the disastrous cost of interest | 
now incurred in financing govern- | 
mental enterprise by borrowing 
private bank credit and private fin- 
ances can be eliminated 

By changing the regulation “and 
control of the circulation of money 
and credit purchasing power from a 
banker's license to a public trust 
we can, through the maintenr”-e 
of an adequate volume of consum- 
ers purchasing power avoid the 
movements of the credit cycle and 
the evils of inflation and deflation 

In 1933 the Liberals in the Alber- 


ta legislature moved the following 


resolution 


“That in the opinion of this as- 
sembly there should be establish- 
ed by the government of the Do- 
minion of Canada a Federal Bank 
under the Finance Act for the 
purpose of directing and con 
trolling the issue of currency and 
the extension of credit and par- 
ticularly for the financing of the 
provinces and municipalities on 
the basis 


(a) That puch bank accept the 


bonds of the provinces and muntel-) 
palities at par | 

“(b) That such bank charge the 
provinces and municipalities a rate| 


| of interest sufficient only to cover | 


the bare costs of operation plus a/ 
reasonable per cent to build up a 
safe reserve.” 


CONSIGNED TO GRAVEYARD 


It is most unfortunate for the peo. | 
ple of Alberta that we did not have} 
a government of action at that time 
The resolution was simply consign-| 
ed to the graveyard or allowed to 
drift into the sea of oblivion. If Al- 
berta had had leadership at that 
time good results could have long 
ago been obtained. But, instead of| 
leadership, the Brownlee govern- 
ment conveniently forgot us and | 
drifted along. 

Ask yourself the questions: “Do

The Second Requirement is to 
put taxation on a scientific basis. | 
What have we today? 1 have on 
other occasions characterized it as 
a Grasshopper System of Taxation 
Just as a grasshopper lights on one 
| blade of grass and consumes all ot) 
it that it can then hops upon an- 
other and repeats the process so 
our government has imposed taxes 
on one thing and after extracting 
everything possible from this one 
source, it has then hopped on the 
next thing that has come to its at- 
tention and repeated the process 
until no other source of taxation is 
left 

What is needed i 


A department of texation em- 
powered to levy taxes tor the 
purpose of preventing the circul- 
ation af purchasing power from 
cen‘ralizing in the possession of 
the few or losing its medium of 
exchange value by virtue of ex- 
cessive accumulation. 

A government that develops a 
national banking system can do 
away with all but regulatory tax- 
ation. Governments exercising fo 
the benefit of the nation and the 
people their prerogative right to 
issue and circulate national cur- 
rency and national bank credit do 
not need to borrow either private 
bank credit or private finance, That 
burden to the taxpayer can be dis- 
pensed with What then will be 
the security for the national bank 
credits that will accumulate? Ex- 
actly the same, only better, secur- 
ity than today secures the accumu- 
lation of bank credits in the priv- 
ute banks. The going concern value 
of the assets that constitute the 
wealth of the nation offers a better 
security than thet which the bank- 
ers now hold as security for the de- 
positors’ money wealth. What will 
take the place of government in- 
terest-bearing bonds as a means of 
safe investment for accumulated 
savings? A vastly-increased oppor- 
tunity to invest in all manner of 
industrial and commercial activities 
engaged in supplying the demands 
of an educated people, adequately 
supplied with wages, cuper-annua- 
tion allowances, pensions and social 


| service accommodation 


TAXES AVAILABLE 

The taxes available to achieve 
the continuity of circulation of pur- 
chasing power are now well devel- 
oped. They are income and excess 
profit taxes, probate fees and suc- 
cession duties, licence and excise 
fees and the general sales tax. By 
the judicious application of these 
taxes, the volume and the continu- 
ity of the circulation of purchasing 


| power can be maintained at what- 


ever level is desired. The standard 


|of living can be raised and wages 
}can be distributed to men working 


whatever hours a day are necess- 
ary. Taxes that take away the 
homes of our people will become a 
thing of the past 
In 1935 the Liberals in the Alberta 
legislature moved the following 
resolution dealing with taxation 
Whereas the present system of 
taxation is obsolete and inade- 
quate, and is proving an unbear- 
able burden to the home-owners, 
both in the rural and urban areas 
of the province; and 
Whereas the _ instituting of a 
more equitable system of taxation 
providing that the moneys requir- 
ed for the administration and 
operation of the affairs of the 
province and of the municipalities 
and school districts may be raised 
according to the value of produc- 
tion in all activities, and therefore 
as to the ability to pay without 
imperiling the homes of the prov- 
ince through excessive direct tax- 
ation of the land and of the home 
in effect at present; and 
Whereas this excessive direct 
taxation of land and of homes 
without regard to the ability of 
the owners to pay, has resulted in 
the loss of homes in a great many 
cases and will continue to jeopar- 
dize the homes of the people; and 
Whereas the commission on tax- 
ation appointed by the govern- 
ment in 1934 has not yet made a 
report, and the government has 
announced that their final recom-

Treatment of Catarrh 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Following the fast, I advise a diet which 
avoids starches and sugars, as most catarrhal 
patients do not assimilate these foods properly; 
it is also advisable to use those food combina- 
tions which are good. It is only common sense 
to realize that if catarrh is caused principally 

through wrong diet, the cure 
depends upon using the right 
diet. In my experience with

The diet following the fast should include 
an abundance of the non-starehy vegetables in 
both cooked and raw form. With these the 
patient is to use a moderate amount of meat 
each day, and for breakfast is to use cooked 
fruit, one egg, and three or four slices of Melba 
toast. It is generally advisable to avoid milk 
and dairy products, with the exception of a 
moderate amount of butter, which may be used 
as seasoning for the cooked vegetables. 


Every possible health building measure 
should be used and the patient is to increase his 
daily exercise, obtain plenty of sleep, and to 
secure fresh air and sunlight in as large doses 
as possible. To further increase the skin elim- 
ination, daily sponge or shower baths are re- 
quired. It is a good plan to use plenty of water 
to drink in between meals.

THE C.C.F. MANIFFSTO 


The election manifesto issued 
this week by the Co-operative 
Commonwea!th Federation is like 
other pronouncements that have 
come from the same source in 
the past year. a compound of 
Socialist and reform'st proposals 
This is a strange mixture because 
Socialism and economie reform 
far from being the same thing or 
even similar in direction and 
philosophy, are opposites Either 
one rules out the other. The 
Socialist and the economic re- 
former, the man who wants to 
strengthen the capitalist system 
by remedying its defects, are not 
in the same camp at all. They 
differ so widely that the issue be- 
tween them is really the main 
issue of contemporary politics It 
is therefore a little difficult to 
follow the C.C.F. manifesto. 
Either the C.C.F. leaders are try- 
ing to ride two horses at once, or 
they are a ‘little muddled in their 
economic thinking. 

The manifesto starts out brave- 
ly by proposing “the construction 
of a new social order.” Lower 
down this expression is amplified 


into “the establishment of a p!an- 
ned and _ socialized economic 
order.” That is perfectly plain 
and everyone knows what it 
means, A socialized economic sys- 
tem is one in which private pro- 
perty and profit diseppear, the 
state owns the means of produc- 
tion and the state is the only em- 
ployer. Such an economic sys- 
tem is now opergting in Russia, 
where no one is in business for 
himself, the farms are “col- 
lective,” the shops and factories 
are owned and run by the state, 
and everybody gets his income 
(largely in the form of rations 
and tickets) from the govern- 
ment. The C.C.F. is quite en- 
titled to advocate this form of 
economic organization for Can- 
ada, and that is what it dots 
when it proposes to “socialize” 
this country.

In Canada we have, in addition to a series of by-elections, a 
further proof of confidence or lack of confidence based on a 
Series of provincial elections. A series of by-elections went 
against the Conservative government but this government held 
on to office. Now a series of provincial elections has proved a 
complete lack of public confidence in the Conservative govern- 
ment; but that government hangs on to office and continues to

Admitting the difficulty and delicacy of the Governor- 
General's position personally, there can be no difficulty and no 
delicacy about his public duty. That duty is to point out to the

He 
denied that Liberals were oppose 
to real social credit, pointing to 
legislative efforts to secure a com- 
plete investigation on social credit 
issues before any other party or 
authorities had acted. The Aber- 
hart proposals, however, he held up 
as impossible and impracticable 
They meant taxing the poor to pay
